I have received at least 50 emails this week from citizens asking the Governor and DEQto hold 3 public hearings on a 
number of AGP issues. Emails mostly are addressed to the Governor, Secretary Regan, me—in different groupings. Most 
are coming only to me. Hannah has received upwards of 30 this week, 25 today. 

Emails tend to seek an opportunity to address to AGP, Inc.'s latest responses to DEQ's request for additional 
information. They also urge the governor and DEQ to oppose the AGP as strongly as he opposes offshore testing and 
drilling. In addition, they argue inconsistency with climate change, more public process, unreliable AGP economic data, 
and disproportionate impacts on vulnerable populations.
